2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 1-4, 8-11, 13, 18, 34, 43, and 44 lack novelty under PCX Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Lynes. Lynes shows a 
force applying apparatus having telescoping first and second threaded members, a drive, a boot, and a foot member movable about at 
least two axes of motion. 

Claims 5-7, 12, 14-17, 19-33, 35-42, and 45-47 meet the criteria set out in PCX Article 33(2), because the prior art does not teach or 
fairly suggest a telescopic drive app|aratus having a detent assymbly, a spline assembly, a ball nut, threads having different pitches, 

and sensors to monitor extension, t 

t 

Claims 1-47 meet the criteria set out in PCX Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry.
